2. Presentation: 1334 Flower Development, Donna Shen Tripp, Craig Lawson & 
Co. 

• While each project Craig Lawson & Co. is working on has different 
property owners and developers, the owners are friendly and are jointly 
working towards the betterment of the block. 

• 1334 Flower’s timeline was stalled due to historical preservation details 
and Department of City Planning (DCP) specifications. 

• Entitlements have been requested. Craig Lawson would like to allocate 
TFAR funds to SPBID. 

3. Presentation: 1400 Flower Development, Donna Shen Tripp, Craig Lawson & 
Co. 

• Entitlements were approved September 2017. 

• The building will be entirely demolished. The current plans prioritize 
the building as mixed use, with the ground floor as retail and upper 
floors being residential. 

• The project initially ran into issues with fire access issues. This is due 
to where the Metro Blue line station’s tracks lay in relation to the 
building. Through this issue, City departments, LAFD and SPBID 
created an 8’ dedication zone via Pembroke Ln. alley. This dedication 
will be beneficial for 1400 Flower and will be duplicated for any other 
properties along Flower St. facing the same issues.

This is 
the final install element and then the project is complete. 

b. Pico Station Name Change 

• The name change efforts are moving forward. Metro send out a 
notice yesterday and comments are open until January 12, 2018. 
Kreger will send out a letter template to submit to Metro. 

c. Transit Studies Funding 

• SPBID has raised half of funding to date. 

• CD14 applied and was approved for a grant with Metro. SPBID’s 
transit studies are included as approved for funding. 

d. Retail Roundup 

• Two leases are executed at 1000 Grand for Genwa BBQ and 
PizzaFire. 

• Walgreens interested in Oceanwide. 

• National retail fitness chain has executed a lease at Onyx. 

• Circa has interest pickup with restaurant groups along the 12 th St. 
retail. A bank is looking at Figueroa. 

• Bee Organic at E on Grand will open soon.

• SPBID now receives construction schedules, weekly. SPBID is 
working with the project team to send stakeholders notifications 
more frequently.
